Butler said the bus is 
scratched up and has mi- 
nor body damage.

“We just went through 
an inspection that went 
very well,” said superin- 
tendent Nancy Pynch-Wor- 
thylake.

Police called 


into Luke 
controversy 


cuarity Rosamond Luke’s 
women’s group reported 
her to the police yesterday. 

On Wednesday the All 
Women’s Empowerment 
and Development Associa- 
tion alleged Luke had writ- 
ten $85,000 worth of 
cheques either to herself or 
cash, unsupported by back- 
up records. 

Yesterday AWEDA asked 
the Halifax Regional Police 
to investigate. 

“There’s been a lot of 
people damaged by one in- 
dividual and that’s very un- 
fortunate,” said AWEDA 
board chair Brenda 
Saunders/Todd. 

AWEDA will now hand 
over all files and docu- 
ments to police, but it will 
likely be a long time before 
charges — if any — are laid. 

“Once we receive the in- 
formation back from them 
we take a look at it and try 
to determine if there may 
possibly be a criminal 
offence involved ... if there 
is we'll launch an investiga- 
tion,” said police Const. Jeff 
Carr. “They can take 
months. In some cases they 
can take years.” 

The spotlight on Rosa- 
mond Luke started when 
she was picked as the Con- 
servative candidate for the 
federal riding of Halifax. 
She withdrew shortly after 
when it was revealed she 
had a criminal record for 
making death threats. 

AWEDA initially stood 
behind Luke, but later said 
she had lied to them about 
the circumstances. That 
sparked an internal investi- 
gation where the spending 
was discovered. 

Luke was fired and AWE- 
DA has now closed its 
doors. It only has $20,000 
left in the bank and owes 
more than that in taxes and 
payroll. 

The non-profit was sup- 
posed to meet yesterday 
with Status of Women 
Canada, which gave AWE- 
DA over $142,000 in March. 
The meeting was delayed 
because of the police inves- 
tigation. The IWK Health 
Centre, which gave the 
group $19,000, said it too is 
waiting for the results of 
the police probe before fig- 
uring out what to do next.

Mayoral candidates 
divided on details 


Handling crime, transit and chickens targets of debate

The choices for HRM’s 
next mayor became 
more distinct yesterday, 
as the candidates 
presented their own vi- 
sions at a public debate. 

Incumbent Peter Kelly, 
Connaught-Quinpool 
Coun. Sheila Fougere and 
David Boyd all agreed on 
main talking points — 
safer streets, a greener 
city, a thriving economy 
— but differed when tied 
to specific issues. 

Fougere opened her re- 
marks with several jabs 
Kelly mishandled the 


Commonwealth games, 
took too much credit for 
budgets and had a reac- 
tionary approach _ to 
crime. 

“Lack of strong leader- 
ship failed to act on issues 
of violent crime in our 
community until after the 
tragic murder of an Amer- 
ican sailor,” said Fougere. 

“Media talking points 
don’t solve problems.” 

Kelly frequently cited 
work done over the past 
eight years he’s been may- 
or, such as HRM By De- 
sign, as proof Halifax is 
on the right track. He said 
HRM has spent too much 
time consulting the pub- 
lic to abandon its current

plans. 

“The best thing we can 
do is implement what 
you’ve told us with plans. 
You have been part of that 
process and you've said 
get the job done. We now 
have them complete and 
we can implement them,” 
he said. 

Boyd and Kelly both 
supported a united transit 
authority that would give 
HRM control over all the 
highways, roads and 
bridges in its boundaries. 


Sheila Fougere argued 
that would cause more 
problems than the cur- 
rent system. 

Fougere called for a cut- 
ting of council seats, say- 
ing the average city the 
size of HRM has around 
13 councillors. Kelly said 
the current 23-seat coun- 
cil works well. 

David Boyd frequently 
played the populist card, 
saying on five separate 
topics the public should 
make the decision. He ar- 
guably garnered the 
biggest applause of the 
debate when he chastised 
the current council for 
wasting time debating cat 
bylaws and chickens.

“Sometimes council does 
get sidetracked,” Kelly said. 
“But in a democracy that is 
an area of possibilities. 

“T’ve been chastised for 
too much consultation and 
for being a populist, but my 
job is to listen and work 
with the public. Politicians 
don’t have all the answers.” 

Kelly said under his lead- 
ership the city has paid 
down its debt, seen the 
crime rate drop and moved 
forward with projects like 
Harbour Solutions. 

“We've achieved a lot, 
and we have more to do,” 
the mayor said. “Eventually 
you get to where you need 
to go, but you have to unde- 
rstand there is a process.”

Author keeps eye on 
‘disaster capitalism’

It is a busy time for Naomi 
Klein. The Toronto-based 
author and activist is in 
the middle of a Canadian 
tour to promote her 
ground-breaking and 
best-selling novel, The 
Shock Doctrine, all the 
while keeping a watchful 
eye on developments 
south of the border. 

“The financial crisis we 
are seeing this week in the 
United States is exactly 
why I wrote the book,” says 
Klein, who is speaking this 
evening at Ondaatje Hall at 
Dalhousie University. “This 
is another perfect example 
of ‘disaster capitalism’ at 
its very best and worst.”

May says environmental groups being muzzled 


Green party Leader Eliza- 
beth May says Canada’s 
leading environmental 
groups are being silenced 
during the federal 
election because some 
fear retribution froma 
new Stephen Harper gov- 
ernment and others are 
stymied by federal rules. 

During a meeting with 
the Toronto Star’s editorial 
board yesterday, May said 
there has never been a 
more important time for 
public debate on the envi- 
ronment. 

Not only are voters 
deeply interested in green 
issues, she said, but the 
next government will 
leave its imprint on the fu- 
ture of greenhouse gas 
emissions when world 
leaders converge in Copen- 
hagen next year for their 
final meeting before the 
Kyoto Protocol runs out in 
2012. 

“That is why I went into

HALIFAX 


The biggest election news in 
Halifax this week was about a 
former candidate. Rosamond 
Luke, who was a hand-picked 
Conservative candidate for the 
NDP stronghold of Halifax for 
just two days, was accused of 
financial mismanagement by 
the women’s organization she 
helped found. Board members 
say Luke, who made $60,000 a 
year, wrote $85,000 in 
unapproved cheques that she 
couldn’t back up. Luke 
resigned as the candidate after 
a criminal conviction came to 
light. 


MONTREAL 


It was a pretty quiet week in 
Montreal. But one topic was on 
everyone’s lips — culture. Que- 
bec artists don’t appreciate the 
Conservative party’s cuts to the 
arts. On Tuesday, a dozen 
singers, actors and other artists 
presented a free show in town 
to denounce the $45 million in 
cuts, mostly in programs pro- 
moting culture abroad. A video 
on YouTube, La culture en 
péril, has been viewed almost

In the last game Henrik 
Zetterberg played last sea- 
son, he scored the champi- 
onship-winning goal, hoist- 
ed the Conn Smythe Trophy 
and drank from the Stanley 
Cup. 

He didn’t do any of those 
things last night, and is 
about 100 games away an- 
other Cup, but scored the 
goal of the night in helping 
the Detroit Red Wings to a 
4-3 win over the Boston Bru- 
ins in NHL pre-season play 
at the Metro Centre. 

Zetterberg showed no 
signs of rust from a 10-week 
layoff, zipping down the left 
wing on a_ shorthanded 
breakaway midway through 
the third period and 
whirling around  cross- 
crease to slam home his 
own rebound.

Axelsson, it took just 55 
more seconds for Red 
Wings defenceman Brad 
Stuart — a former Bruin — 
to hammer the winner 
home from the point. 

Red Wings rookie Cory 
Emmerton, who had a goal 
and an assist, was in the 
penalty box for Zetterberg’s 
goal. 


“That made me feel a lit- 
tle better,” Emmerton 
joked. “Half the guys in the 
league would have just skat- 
ed away and hoped for a 
trailer to put in the re 
bound. It was incredible.”

Many of the Iraq War 
movies of the last few 
years, both good 
(Redacted) and bad (In 
the Valley of Elah), have 
been angry, anti-war ar- 
guments. 

Given the unpopularity 
of the war, the reaction is- 
n’t surprising. But Neil 
Burger, the director of The 
Illusionist, takes a differ- 
ent turn in The Lucky 
Ones. 

Instead of an incendiary 
drama about returning 
vets desperately trying to 
fit back into normal life, 
the picture deals with 


troops coming home in a 
bland and conventionally 
life-affirming manner. 

Using William Wyler’s 
classic 1946 drama The Best 
Years of Our Lives — about 
Second World War vets fac- 
ing difficulties coming 
home — as his model, 
Burger unfortunately sim- 
plifies the conflicts. 

The Lucky Ones is The 
Best Years of Our Lives 
reconceived as a sitcom. 

The story focuses on 
three soldiers: LK. 
(Micheal Pena), wounded 
by shrapnel in the groin; 
Cheever (Tim Robbins) re- 
turning home to a broken 
family and Colee (Rachel 
McAdams) who sets out to

2s to get 
showtimes, watch trailers and read reviews.

return her boyfriend’s gui- 
tar back to his family after 
he dies saving her life. 
Although Burger tries to 
show how these soldiers 
are returning to heal both 
physical — and emotional 


— wounds, every plot 
point (including T.K’s im- 
potence) becomes a 
metaphor alert. 

The hardships encoun- 
tered on their travels, 
from St. Louis to Las Ve- 


gas, become tired episodes 
of character building. 

In The Illusionist, Burg- 
er told a satisfyingly, old- 
fashioned story about the 
illusiveness of magic be- 
cause he turned the 


clichés of the genre into 
elegant tricks. But The 
Lucky Ones, relying on 
cheap and easy ironies, 
takes the road to recovery 
with highly predictable re- 
sults.

F It’s hard to pick 
out a film with Spike Lee’s 
name on it that wasn’t 
controversial, but the di- 
rector got off to an early 
start this time by provok- 
ing a word war with Clint 
Eastwood; accusing the di- 
rector of two films about 
Iwo Jima being racist for 
not depicting black sol- 
diers onscreen. 

Lee’s latest film is 
doubtless the sort of thing 
he was suggesting East- 
wood should have made 
and it’s loaded more than 
enough for Lee’s critics 
and fans to fight about in 
weeks to come. 

Using a real-life mas- 
sacre of innocent civilians 
by German troops as his 
inspiration, Lee’s film fol- 
lows a quartet of black GIs 
who are cut off from their 
unit behind enemy lines. 

They rely on a remote 
village to hide them and 
the wounded and trauma- 
tized little boy one of 
them has adopted, while

their commanding officer 
demands that they bring 
back a captured German 
to confirm an imminent 
attack. 

Like any war film, the 
men inhabit distinct char- 
acter types — you might 
even call them clichés if 
you wished to be unkind. 
There’s the dutiful and 
conscientious leader 
(Derek Luke), the cynical 
badass (Michael Ealy), the 
religious everyman (Laz 
Alonso) and the childlike 
giant (Oman _ Benson 
Miller). 

The Italians they en- 
counter are just as arche- 
typical, from the smolder- 
ing village hottie (Valenti- 
na Cervi) to the guilt- 
haunted partisan leader, 


and the crusty old Fascist 
with a heart of gold. 

Lee has clearly been 
studying his war films and 
there are shots and whole 
scenes that evoke prece- 
dents from Von Ryan’s Ex- 
press to The Big Red One, 
but the film has a loose- 
ness and disjointed conti- 
nuity that suggest a dras- 
tic editing down that is 
only partly mitigated by 
its lunge into the fantasti- 
cal at the end. 

Despite his habitual 
contentiousness, Lee is 
still a marvelous crafts- 
man and when something 
works it really works, 
though not enough to 
make Miracle At St. Anna 
anything like an unquali- 
fied success.

Simon Pegg has managed 
to live out every movie 
geek’s dream. He’s gone 
from a pop culture obses- 
sive to a cult celebrity 
beloved by his geeky 
brethren for co-writing 
and starring in Shaun Of 
The Dead and Hot Fuzz. 

His latest feature, How 
To Lose Friends And Alien- 
ate People — a movie he 
only appears in as an actor 
— offers a change of pace 
for Pegg who is normally 
quite involved behind the 
scenes. 

“It’s good for me to let go 
and learn that I don’t have 
to be implicit in every part 
of the project. It’s actually 
refreshing,” said Pegg dur- 
ing a recent visit to Toron- 
to. 
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Simon Pegg plays notorious journalist Toby Young in How to Lose Friends and Alienate People. 


“Tt was really nice to read 
a script and think, ‘No, I 
don’t have to do anything 
to that.’ I’ve read stuff in 
the past and thought, ‘Um, 
let me fiddle with it” But 


this was already there.” 
Opening next Friday, the 
film is based on a book by 
the notorious Toby Young, 
a British journalist who is 
infamous for his ability to 


well, lose friends and alien- 
ate people. Pegg plays a fic- 
tionalized version of Toby 
in the film, but didn’t 
think Young was that bad 
when he met him to pre-

pare for the role. 

“The people who know 
him through his work, 
they know a specific kind 
of Toby. They know the 
work-mode nutcase, a tena- 
cious, irritating guy. 
Whereas I met this faintly 
eccentric nice guy and I 
found him very personable. 
But, I’ve spoken to people 
who say, ‘Oh my god, I f— 
king hate him.” 

Curb Your Enthusiasm 
veteran Robert Weide 
makes his feature directori- 
al debut with this movie 
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and Pegg found that Weide 
was quite prepared from 
all his television experi- 
ence. 

“The only way that it was 
possible to tell was that 
sometimes he would forget 
to say ‘cut’ because he’s so 
used to using video. Every- 
one would just be listening 
to the celluloid whir 
through the camera think- 
ing, ‘He better say cut in a 
second or we’re going to 
lose money.” 

He might be becoming a 
movie star himself, but 
Pegg is still a film fan at 
heart and is still shocked 
and intimidated to be 
working with such major 
talents.

It’s Maher vs. the faithful in comedic Religulous

Bill Maher has a 
reputation for being both 
outspoken and incautious. 

At a press event for Re- 
ligulous, his film diatribe 
against the persistence of 
faith in the modern world, 
he tells us that no matter 
what he has said about 
Jews, Christians or Mus- 
lim fundamentalists, it’s 
the Australians who'll 
probably get him. 

“The fervour against me 
in Australia is so intense 
because I wore a Steve Ir- 
win Halloween costume 
not long after he died,” 
Maher recalls. 

“I looked like Steve Ir- 
win and I had the stingray 
thing in my chest and I 
have absolutely no re- 
grets. 

“Tm a PETA board mem- 
ber and I believe that if 
you are killed by an ani- 
mal in the wild you were 
probably doing something 
with that animal you ab- 
solutely should not have 


been doing.” 

Maher is clearly amused 
by the whole incident, but 
he gets animated, perhaps 
even a bit emotional, 
when the subject turns to 
his film’s target. 

He shrugs off the sug- 
gestion that holy books 
like the Bible might not 
be interpreted literally by 


many, if not most, of the 
devout who — one pre- 
sumes — aren’t the pri- 
mary audience of his film 
and that despite his obses- 
sion with their improba- 
bilities, much of the Bible 
might be interpreted as an 
allegory. 

“If it is, it’s a horrible 
one. Have you read it? The 


first five books is nothing 
but God killing people for 
no good reason. Wiping 
people out. Genocide. 
Vengeance. Jealousy. In 
the movie we have that lit- 
tle bit about the Sodom 


and Gomorrah _ story, 
about people raping an- 
gels.” 


The most biting criti- 


cism of Religulous is that 
Maher and director Larry 
Charles have gone for soft 
targets and avoided any- 
one who might have put 
up an articulate defence. 

Much of the film pits 
Maher against attendees 
at a Bible theme park in 
Florida and the actor who 
plays Christ in the stage 


show there, or Orthodox 
Jews employed in con- 
structing Rube Goldberg- 
type gadgets that allow 
them to, say, make a 
phone call on the Sabbath. 

There are a lot of good 
laughs in Religulous, but 
for Maher’s broader point 
to actually bite, you have 
to believe — as he obvi- 
ously does — that every 
form of faith is equivalent 
and the beliefs of the most 
naive hold for everyone 
else. Maher bristles at the 
suggestion. 

“People want to have it 
both ways. On the one 
hand they say, ‘There are 
these smart religious peo- 
ple, why don’t you go af- 
ter them?’ 

“Excuse me, if you be- 
lieve in a talking snake 
and you believe that the 
world is 5,000 years old 
and you believe that 
you're drinking the blood 
of a 2,000 year old space 
god on Sunday, ipso facto 
you're a rube. 

“That’s not clear think- 
ing.”

It’s all very predictable 
from page one and emo- 
tionally simplistic.

James Franco pops up ina 
cameo role as Gere’s son, 
but his scenes are depress- 
ing to watch because they 
show just how easily a good 
actor can be made to look 
silly by bad material. 

The same sentiments can 
be applied to the film as a 
whole. It’s a very glossy Hol- 
lywood production with a 
big name cast, but with a 
script this tired, the work of 
everyone involved goes to 
waste.

When Steven Spiel- 
berg first came up with the 
idea for Eagle Eye, it proba- 
bly seemed like an outra- 
geous science fiction story.

all kinds of technology — 
like cells, traffic lights, 
ATM machines — is manip- 
ulated along the way. 

There is a twist to the 
plot that I won’t spoil here, 
but unfortunately, the big 
revelation is too late into 
the film. 

While Eagle Eye only 


grazes these intriguing 
ideas, it also upstages 
them with endless shaky- 
cam car and foot chases. 
This is where Eagle Eye 
will pay off for most 
moviegoers: As a loud ac- 
tion flick with little to of 
fer but nonsensical stimu- 
lation.

Choke also shares many 
of the same _ deviant 
themes explored in Fight 
Club, but truth be told, 
that’s where the parallels 
mostly end. 

Sam Rockwell plays Vic- 
tor, a sex-addicted scam 
artist who, when he’s not 
working his dead-end job 
at a colonial theme park or 
visiting his demented 


mom (Anjelica Huston) at a 
mental hospital, he’s will-

him. While that may 
sound intriguing enough, 
soon Victor falls in love 
with his mother’s new 
nurse (Kelly Macdonald) 
and becomes _ obsessed 
with finding out the identi- 
ty of his father. 

Sure, it’s as convoluted 
as it sounds, but apart 
from some fascinating un- 
conventionalities — like 
Victor wondering if he is 
the second coming of 
Christ — Choke is weak- 
ened by trying to overly 
conform to romantic-com- 
edy standards. 

It’s not Rockwell’s fault. 
He certainly plays an ob- 


tuse character with sinceri- 
ty. In fact, a great cast 
helps anchor a film that is 
practically gasping for a 
wicked eye. 

Written and directed by 
actor-turned-filmmaker Cl- 
ark Gregg — known for his 
supporting role on TV’s 
The New Adventures of 
Old Christine — Choke un- 
fortunately lacks a much- 
needed visual sense. 

The story suffers when 
it’s delivered with the 
straight-forwardness_ that 
Gregg gives it. When char- 
acters are this bent, the 
rest of the movie should 
be, too. 


WIN A GALA DOUBLE PASS 
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Blindness examines the horrifying 
truth of what humans are capable of

Julianne Moore doesn’t 
really know what the big 
deal is. Her latest film 
Blindness — which 
opened the Atlantic Film 
Festival in Halifax earlier 
this month — has been 
getting noticed for its au- 
dacious look at humani- 
ty’s breakdown during 
times of crisis. 

Sure, it includes some 
shocking moments — like 
a scene where a group of 
seemingly civilized women 
hand over sex for food — 
but as the four-time Oscar- 
nominated actress won- 
ders: What’s the big sur- 
prise? 

“People have been horri- 
fied by the rape scenes, but 
that’s routine in war 
times,” says Moore during a 
recent interview in Toron- 

o. “It’s a violent crime, it 
happens all over the world 
all the time when people 
are not being so-called civi- 
lized, so there’s nothing 
that happens in this movie 
that we’re not capable of.” 

It’s a frightening possibil- 
ity. Perhaps that’s partly 


why José Saramago’s ac- 
claimed novel has taken 10- 
plus years to get to the big- 
screen. In fact, it was a 
Canadian (actor and film- 
maker Don McKellar) who 
finally adapted the gripping 
story of a city gone blind by 
a mysterious virus. As the 
film exemplifies, morals 
crumble under duress and 
life can swiftly unfold into 
chaos. 

“Sadly, I don’t think we 
do anything in this movie 
that is particularly unusual 
that we haven’t seen in the 
news,” insists Moore. 

“When we first walked in 
and saw the set of what the 
wards were supposed to 
look like after (they've been 
quarantined with the in- 
fected), it looked just like 


the Superdome during 
(Hurricane) Katrina. I mean 
it looked exactly like that.” 

The authenticity of the 
sets only added to the ease 
of preparing to play the on- 
ly person left with (in this 
case) the disability to see. 
Moore, who also starred in 
the 2006 dystopian drama 
Children of Men, insists 
such a bleak role is always 
easier to play than fantasti- 
cal characters. 

“If I had to emotionally 
say, ‘Hey, I can be invisible,’ 
I don’t know if I could fig- 
ure out what that felt like,” 
admits Moore. 

“But if it’s something I’ve 
read about in the newspa- 
per and I know people are 
actually capable of doing it 
then I can figure it out.”

Kingston Logic 2.0 
blends Lynn’s reggae flow 
with MIA-style bangers.

“T’ve been doing dance- 
hall for a long time, and 
found it wasn’t fulfilling 
anymore,” she said.

“Tm really wondering if 
the world will be around 
much longer,” she said.

do my lyrical journalism.” 

The resulting album 
blends Lynn’s stark lyrics 
with beats from Toronto- 
based producer Phred. De- 
spite the difference in ge- 
ography — Phred is from 
Calgary — the pair have a 
lot in common. Lynn’s 
partner grew up listening 
to Jamaican music, and so 
despite pulling in influ- 
ences from U.K. grime, 
dirty south, electro and 


French house, his beats are 
consistent with a 
Caribbean sense of 
rhythm. But even the al- 
bum’s most traditional- 
sounding tune the 
folksy crooner River of 
Babylon — contains the 
underlying menace of a 
distorted blast that echoes 
through the song.

pact of economic policies 
vie for status in a cycle of 
tragedy. Income disparity 
and crime only add to the 
area’s troubles, which in- 
clude hurricanes and 
floods that tear houses 
apart during seven-month 
rainy seasons. The dark 
mood is reflected in the 
project’s accompanying 
artwork: Peter Dean 
Rickards’s photographs of 
the Afflicted Yard and 
shots of Lynn pointing a 
massive revolver. 

“Those images are not 
meant to induce violence 
— Im against violence. I 
use satirical images to ex- 
plain what goes on,” said 
Lynn. “I’m trying to raise 
awareness about crime and 
violence in Jamaica ... (and 
that) while some people 
can enjoy the beaches, 
most people under- 
ground people, grassroots 
people — are struggling 
with their daily lives.”

tives, he was generally re- 
viled by those on the left, 
including much of the 
rock ’n’ roll community. 
Strange, then, that Ronnie 
was the one to usher in the 
era of the rock-song-as- 
campaign song. 

Up until 1984, candi- 
dates for high office in 
North America tended to 
avoid using rock music to 
pump up the crowds at ral- 


lies, conventions and 
speeches. Some — like 
Richard Nixon — even 


used ad agencies to cus- 
tom-write songs. 


In ‘84, though, Reagan’s 
people (starting with con- 
servative writer George 
Will, who thought that 
Bruce Springsteen might 
actually endorse Reagan) 
wrongly interpreted Born 
in the U.S.A. as a patriotic 
song and began using it at 
rallies that September. 
Springsteen — a long-time 
registered Democrat 
was most annoyed and 
asked that they cut it out. 
Meanwhile, Democrat Wal- 
ter Mondale chose Bill 
Conti’s Gonna Fly Now, the 
theme from all the Rocky 
movies. How cliché. 

The ‘88 campaign was a 
snoozer with George Bush’s 
This Land is Your Land by 
Woody Guthrie (who, ironi- 
cally, was a life-long social- 
ist) facing off against 
Michael Dukakis and Neil 
Diamond’s America. 

Leave it to Bill Clinton to 
shake things up by intro- 
ducing Fleetwood Mac’s 
Don’t Stop in 1992, a song 
that became inseparable 
from every Clinton who 
has campaigned for office

ever since. Bob Dole could- 
n't do any better than a re- 
worked version of the Sam 
and Dave song, Soul Man. 
“Dole Man” was downright 
embarrassing. 

Things evolved dramati- 
cally for the 2000 election. 
Al Gore’s Democrats enlist- 
ed some Canadian help 
from Bachman-Turner 
Overdrive’s You Ain’t Seen 
Nothin’ Yet, which was 
augmented by the Call’s 
Let the Day Begin. Mean- 
while, current U.S. Presi-

Garrett Mason is 
delivering a different style 
of music in his second 
album Love and Sound.

“Tm just kind of doing 
what I do,” said the Truro 
singer-songwriter, whose 
father is Canadian blues 
legend Dutch Mason.

There are 11 tracks on 
the new CD, with Mason 
singing and playing guitar, 
Mike Farrington on the 
bass and Damien Moyni- 
han handling drums.

Teriyaki Swordfish 
Kebabs with Sweet 
Chili Noodles 


INGREDIENTS: 

550 g thick swordfish steaks 
4 small red onions, quartered 
1 large yellow pepper, seeded 
and cubed 

2 limes, sliced in wedges 


MARINADE: 

4 tablespoons teriyaki 
marinade 

1 tablespoon clear honey 
1 teaspoon sesame oil 

1 garlic clove, crushed 


SWEET CHILI NOODLES: 

250 g fine Chinese egg noodles 
1 tablespoon sunflower oil 

2 garlic cloves, sliced 

1 tablespoon finely chopped 
fresh ginger 

120 g snow peas, sliced 

6 green onions, shredded 

4 tablespoons sweet chili 
sauce 

2 tablespoons reduced-salt soy 
sauce 


METHOD: 

1. Soak wooden skewers in cold 
water for 30 minutes. Preheat 
barbecue. 

2. Cut swordfish into bite-sized 


onto skewers, alternating the 
fish with red onions, peppers 
and limes. 

3. Barbecue kebabs over medi- 
um heat until fish is just 
cooked but still slightly 
translucent in the centre and 
golden-brown. Turn kebabs 
halfway through cooking and 
baste with remaining 
marinade. 

4. While kebabs are cooking, 
cook noodles according to 
package instructions. Drain. 
Heat oil in a wok over high 
heat and cook garlic and gin- 
ger for 30 seconds. Add snow 
peas and green onions and stir- 
fry for 1 minute. Add noodles 
with the sweet chili and soy 
sauces, stir and toss together 
for 2 minutes. 

5. Spoon noodle mixture onto 
plates and top with fish 
kebabs.
